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OBITUARY. 
CHARLES RUDOLPH RODE. 

Mr. Coarues R. Rong, formerly the publisher of this 
periodical, died at Bloomingdale, N. Y., on the 12th 
ult. He had not been possessed, for some years past, 
of the robust physical health that his appearance 
seemed to indicate. Though the disease that even- 
tually proved fatal first made its appearance as a 
merely functional one—as a simple disturbance of 
the nervous system—it was supposed that this 
nervous disturbance was symptomatic of grave 


organic changes in the membranes of the brain. | 
From whatever cause it arose, the nervous derange- | 


ment was progressive, and while at first it merely 
disturbed the steadiness of Mr. Rode’s gait, and 


gave a peculiar hesitancy to his utterance, it | 


eventually affected every voluntary act, and unfit- 
ted him for all the active pursuits of life. He was 
not insane, as has been stated. His memory was 
clear, and the other. purely intellectual faculties 
were healthy ; but he had lost control of the powers 
that enabled him to communicate his thoughts. 
He lost, ip a great degree, the ability to make the 
actions of his mind apparent, and hence it was 
somewhat hastily assumed that the mind itself 
was gone. He lost consciousness only a few hours 
before death. 

Mr. Rode was born in New York City, in the 
year 1826. His father was a Prussian. His mother

| he was also occupied on the “ New American Cyclo- 
pedia,” and read the “stereotype”’ proof of the 
larger part of that work. Some few years ago, it 
| being then supposed that an Atlantic voyage would 
restore his health, but his own means not being 
equal to it, a purse of several hundreds of dollars 
was generously contributed in the trade. This 
enabled Mr. Rode to make the voyage very com- 
fortably, but it did not prove of any substantial 
benefit. Though he seemed to have recovered his 
health in qa great degree upon his return, he soon 
fell into his former condition, in which he lingered 
}until death ended not so much his life as his 
misery. 

Mr. Rode was a man of the most generous, gentle, 
and sympathetic nature. His amiability and con- 
| versational powers made him the delight of a circle 
| of very warm friends ; and his personal influence, 

the peculiar charm of his presence and manner, was 
| not unfelt even by those who only met him in the 
| most casual way. His attractive personal qualities 
endeared him to many leading members of the trade, 
and it will not, perhaps, be regarded as an intrusion 
upon the privacies of personal relations to say that 
he always found a steadfast friend in Mr. George 8. 
Appleton, whose sagacious counsel as well as open 
purse was always at his disposal.

| England. Literature knows no country, for its field 
is literally the world, and there is no intrinsic 
reason why a large number of our authors should 
not obtain a firm foothold in the English market, 
as indeed many of them have already done, not- 
withstanding the snubbing of the “ Atheneum.” Of 
late years special effort has been made by two or 
three English houses to advance the interests of 
American publications in that country. Our an- 
thors and pablishers are under obligations to Triibner 
& Co. and the Messrs. Stevens for the efforts they 
have made in that direction. The advertisement 
of the latter house in our present number indicates 
the facilities under their control. They propose to 
purchase a copy of every book, pamphlet, or maga- 
zine (not a reprint) published in the United States. 
The consummation of such a wish will certainly 
exhibit to our transatlantic friends—or enemies— 
the amount of literary activity that prevails among 
| us, even if the credit which we should acquire from 
the survey of such a collection would be of a doubt- 
ful character. However, completeness in anything 
worth doing at all is in itself commendable, and 
the Messrs. Stevens are certainly entitled to the 
credit of undertaking to do a complete thing.

EDUCATIONAL. 

Comparative Geography. By Carl Ritter, late Pro- 
fessor of Geography in the University of Berlin. 
Translated for the Use of Schools and Colleges, 
by William L. Gage. pp. xxx., 220. Philadel- 
phia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 

Ritter, as a scientific geographer, confessedly occu- 
pies a position in the front rank of modern thinkers. 
Mr. Gage, some time since, translated the “ Geo- 
graphical Studies.” That work, the contents of 
which were mainly addressed to the Members of the 
Royal Academy of Berlin, is regarded by the trans- 
lator as recondite in thought and abstruse and 
elaborate in statement, while the present one, 
which consists of a course of University lectures, 
will, it is believed, be recognized as not merely a 
simple and perfectly intelligible treatise, but as a 
masterly application of the comparative method of 
Geography, and as philosophical as it is practical 
and interesting. The volume opens with a general 
introduction. The contents are then divided into 
three parts, the first of which treats of the surface 
of the earth considered in its most general rela- 
tions ; the second contains a more extended inves- 
tigation regarding the earth’s surface-plains, rela- 
tive and absolute heights, highlands and lowlands, 
lands of transition ; the third discusses the config- 
uration of the continents. The volume is extremely 
valuable and suggestive. Its use in the more ad- 
vanced classes of our seminaries would give interest 
to a study which is generally considered as repul- 


sive, and which, in the ordinary methods of in- | 


struction, is pursued in a manner utterly unscien- 

tific. 

The Differential Calculus; with Unusual and Par- 
ticular Analysis of its Elementary Principles, and 
Copious Illustrations of its Practical Application. 
By John Spare, A. M., M.D. pp. xix., 244. Bos- 
ton: Bradley, Dayton & Co. 

“The present treatise on the Differential Calculus 
is believed to be the first, of any character, that has 
been written and published in America as the spe- 
cial topic of a volume; and the first, so far as known 
to the author, ever published that professes the 
character of the present one.” So says the writer 
in his preface, and we are disposed to think he does 
not overstate the matter. His leading thought 
Seems to be to regard the calculus as a strictly 
numerical science, an algebra, and he accordingly 


‘treats it as such, and not as a part of analytical 


geometry. He makes it a natural sequel and sup- 
plement of common algebra. He has worked out 


his plau faithfully, and it makes an extremely |

and vitality to the calculus, without emasculating 
it of its difficulties. The study indeed becomes 
attractive under this mode of treatment. It is by 
no means a reproduction of Young or Lacroix. The 
greater portion of the matter is original. The novel 
feature of practical examples in numerical concrete 
problems is peculiar to this work. It is evident that 
the preparation of the volume has been a steadfast 
and long-continued labor of love with Dr. Spare, 
and we think he is entitled to the credit of having 
made a very important contribution to mathematical 
study. We commend the work to the examination 
of educators. It claims and should receive attention.
